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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a method of communicating cryptographic data 
through multiple network layers by, the uniquely distinct feature of, simultaneously 
encapsulating the cryptographic data into multiple fields associated with the different network 
layers. The closest prior art, Huitema (USPGPub No. 20040010683), teaches a message 
authentication method and system in which the message contains a network address, a portion 
of which uses digital fingerprinting to verify the identity of the sender. The prior art, taken alone 
or in combination, fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's independent 
claims.
